REPORT  OF 

SUPERINTENDING  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


Your  Committee  would  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

DISTRICT  NO.  1.— WINTHROP  SHAW,  AGENT. 
Summer  Term — Flora  E.  Thorn,  teacher.  Although  this  was  Miss 
Thorn's  first  experience  in  teaching,  yet  her  labors  in  this  school  were 
judicious,  well  applied  and  successful.  Good  order  was  maintained, 
with  little  apparent  effort  on  the  part  of  the  teacher,  and  a  decided  im- 
provement was  noticeable  in  the  branches  taught.  With  experience  and 
more  maturity,  Miss  Thorn  will  doubtless  become  an  excellent  in- 
structor. 

Winter  Term — Edward  Moses,  teacher.  The  proficiency  made  by  the 
scholars  under  the  instruction  of  Mr.  Moses  fully  met  the  anticipations 
of  your  committee.  We  were  especially  gratified  with  the  prompt  and 
able  manner  with  which  one  scholar  acquitted  himself  in  history  and 
algebra.  By  some  misunderstanding,  unknown  to  us,  this  term  closed 
two  weeks- earlier  than  was  expected. 

DISTRICT  NO.  2.— GARDNER  WATERHOUSE,  AGENT. 

Summer  Term — H.  Ella  Meserve,  teacher.  This  school  exhibited  all 
those  encouraging  features,  which  set  forth  in  a  promising  manner  the 
ability  and  tact  of  a  faithful  teacher.  By  her  mildness  of  disposition 
and  energy  of  character,  Miss  Meserve  secured  the  love  of  her  pupils 
and  stimulated  them  to  persevere  in  their  studies.  Her  method  of  de- 
veloping an  interest  in  the  younger  scholars  in  arithmetic,  by  the  prac- 
tical use  of  that  potent  auxiliary,  the  black-board,  is  highly  commend* 
able. 

Winter  Term — F.  M.  Waterhouse.  teacher.  After  completing  his 
duties  as  teacher  in  No.  3,  Mr.  Waterhouse  was  called  to  this  district, 
where  he  is  now  zealously  working  to  promote  the  best  interests  of  his 
scholars.  The  closing  examination  evinced  that  he  is  imparting  thor- 
ough instruction  and  evidently  receiving  the  hearty  support  of  those  for 
whom  he  is  laboring. 

It  is  worthy  of  remark  that  the  teachers  employed  in  these  schools  are 
residents  of  this  district.  It  is  gratifying  to  see  this  manifestation  of 
home  talents.  We  are  pleased  to  see  our  young  teachers  ambitious 
justly  to  secure  a  reputation  at  home. 

DISTRICT  NO.  3. — J.  L.  HIGGINS,  AGENT. 

Summer  Term— Jessie  B.  Kemp,  teacher.  As  we  were  unable  to  visit 
the  school  at  the  close  of  the  term,  we  cannot  give  the  full  results  of  the 
teacher's  labors.  At  our  first  call,  however,  we  judged  from  her  decided 
manner,  her  energy  and  untiring  efforts  to  interest  and  improve  her 
pupils,  that  she  would  successfully  conduct  those  under  her  charge. 
The  onl}^  tangible  means  to  determine  the  correctness  of  her  teaching, 
were  the  results  of  her  instruction  as  exhibited  in  book-keeping.  The 
memoranda  of  the  several  sets  in  single  entry  were  written  in  proper 
form. 

Fall  Term — F.  M.  Waterhouse,  teacher.  The  discipline  and  generally 
good  appearance  of  this  term  of  school  gave  entire  satisfaction  to  the 
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committee.  Promptness  on  the  part  of  the  scholars,  and  thoroughness 
of  teaching,  were  marked  characteristics.  Several  pupils  were  in- 
structed in  double  entry.  An  examination  of  their  books  showed  that 
the  science  had  been  correctly  taught  We  also  listened  witli  pleasure 
to  a  very  fine  recitation  in  geography.  We  congratulate  the  citizens  of 
this  district  on  the  general  prosperity  of  their  school. 

DISTRICT  NO,  4.— ALBION  P.  SHAW,  AGENT. 
Spring  and  Summer  Terms — Emma  C.  Douglas,  teacher.  At  our  visits 
during  the  first  term,  it  was  apparent  that  the  teacher  lacked  sufficient 
power  to  enforce  regulations  and  preserve  that  perfect  obedience  and 
good  order  so  essentially  necessary  to  complete  success.  Aside  from 
this  laxity  of  discipline,  we  have  Reason  to  believe  that  the  teacher  la- 
bored diligently  and  faithfiUly  to  benefit  her  pupils.  During  the  sum- 
mer term  we  found  the  teacher  more  earnestly  devoted  to  the  interests 
of  her  charge,  especially  in  a  disciplinary  point  of  view- 
Winter  Term — James  D.  Home,  teacher.  The  winter  term  is  now  in 
progress  under  the  direction  of  one  whom  we  regard  as  a  most  accom- 
plished and  successful  teacher.  His  ability,  tact  and  interest  in  in- 
structing his  scholars  were  manifested  in  a  very  happy  manner,  on  the 
day  of  examination,  in  perfect  discipline  and  thorough  recitations.  In 
arithmetic,  algebra  and  English  grammar,  Ihe  classes  gave  evidence  that 
they  had  been  thoroughly  and  critically  introduced  into  a  knowledge  of 
those  fundamental  principles  which  will  be  of  inestimable  value  to 
them.  During  this  term  the  scholars  have  been  very  respectful  in  their 
conduct,  industrious,  and  diligent  in  the  prosecution  of  their  studies, 
and,  in  so  doing,  have  arrived  at  that  standard  of  improvement  which 
entitles  them  to  this  recognition, 

DISTRICT  NO.  5.— JAMES  A.  WENTWORTH,  AGENT. 

Summer  and  Fall  Terms— Annie  S.  Benson,  teacher.  The  attendance 
here  was  quite  small,  and  the  studies  included  nothing  beyond  the  more 
common  branches  usually  taught  in  our  distriet  schools;  yet  with  pa- 
tient industry  and  competent  methods  it  was  made  a  very  pleasant  and 
interesting  school  In  connection  with  the  acquired  ability  Miss  Benson 
possesses  a  natural  aptness  for  the  work  not  often  surpassed,  and  was  as 
exact  in  having  her  pupils  understand  the  principles  involved  in  their 
lessons,  as  she  was  interested  in  pressing  them  forward  in  their  studies. 
Her  energies  were  fully  supported  by  her  scholars,  as  was  evinced  by 
the  appearance  of  the  school  at  our  final  visit. 

Winter  term — Joseph  W.  Knight,  teacher.  When  we  visited  this 
school  it  was  found  to  have  commenced  with  prospects  of  as  profitable 
a  term  as  have  been  others  that  he  has  so  ably  conducted  in  town,  mak- 
ing skillful  endeavors  to  forward  the  interests  of  his  pupils.  He  is  so 
well  engaged  and  has  had  so  much  experience  in  teaching  that  he  seem- 
ingly conducts  the  affairs  of  the  school  room  very  easily,  giving  thor- 
ough analysis  in  all  the  studies  pursued.  Mr.  Knight  ranks  with  our 
best  teachers  and  we  hope  that  his  services  may  be  procured  in  the 
coming  year  for  one  of  our  larger  schools  in  town. 

DISTRICT  NO.  6. — FREEMAN  PAINE,  AGENT. 

Summer  Term — Annie  O.  Robinson,  teacher.  In  the  early  part  of 
the  term  a  few  of  the  older  boys  were  apparently  inclined  to  defy  the 
authority  of  the  teacher,  and  had  they  been  allowed  thus  to  continue, 
their  presence  would,  in  a  great  measure,  have  marred  the  happiness  of 
the  school. 

We  visited  the  term  on  account  of  the  existing  evil,  wmen  on  the  re- 
pentance and  promise  of  better  behavior,  by  those  present,  they  were 
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allowed  to  remain  as  scholars,  which  they  did  with  commendable  de- 
portment. It  had  evidently  been  the  aim  to  give  accurate  instruction  in 
every  department  of  study  and  at  each  recitation  both  teacher  and 
scholars  appeared  to  good  advantage.  The  teacher  exhibited  much 
diligence  in  the  discharge  of  her  duties,  and  the  disorder  that  prevailed 
at  the  commencement,  we  found  at  the  close  had  well  nigh  disappeared. 
Miss  Robinson  is  deserving  of  commendation  for  the  able  manner  in 
which  she  conducted  her  school,  combining  many  requisites  for  a  profit- 
able teacher. 

Fall  and  Winter  Terms — Edgar  M.  Chick,  teacher.  Mr.  Chick  taught 
here  a  year  ago  when  he  spontaneously  won  the  affections  of  his  pnpils, 
which  has  greatly  aided  him  in  his  present  work  of  advancing  the  in- 
terests of  education  among  them. 

He  is  quite  widely  known  as  an  educator  of  the  young  and  we  believe 
this  lasts  forms  no  exception  to  his  former  efforts  here  as  teacher. 

His  methods  of  discipline  are  by  no  means  rigid,  choosing  rather  to 
govern  his  school  by  winning  the  love  of  his  pupils  than  by  any  act  of 
severity.  The  scholars  were  rather  restless  at  our  final  visit,  yet,  all 
things  considered,  we  believe  he  has  proved  a  very  suitable  teacher  for 
the  situation. 

This  is  a  school  of  considerable  importance  and  let  those  upon  whom 
may  devolve  the  selection  of  teachers  see  to  it  that  it  is  still  placed  un- 
der wholesome  instruction,  that  it  may  yet  improve  upon  its  present 
standnig  in  educational  attainments. 

DISTRICT  NO  7.— JR.  S.  MOODY  AGENT. 

Summer  and  Fail  Terms— Helen  Hamlin,  teacher.  Miss  Hamlin  pos- 
sesses the  qualifications  for  a  successful  teacher,  still  it  was  expressed, 
by  many  members  of  the  district,  that  their  children  were  not  receiving 
that  attention  In  the  school  room  that  all  have  a  right  to  demand.  In 
many  of  the  studies  there  was  evidence  of  careful  teaching  and  she  had 
evidently  encouraged  the  habit  of  arriving  at  conclusions  by  plain 
demonstrations.  We  think,  however,  that  had  she  given  more  time  to 
the  reading  classes  there  would  have  been  a  better  attendance  and  good 
would  have  been  accomplished  beyond  what  we  were  able  to  'discover 
at  our  last  visit.  The  order  of  the  school  was  well  sustained ;  the  de- 
portment of  the  scholars  in  this  respect  was  satisfactory. 

Winter  Term — J.  H.  Hill  teacher.  This  school  closed  so  unexpectedly 
to  us  that  but  one  visit  was  made,  and  that  very  near  the  commence- 
ment, when  the  teacher  was  laboring  quite  systematically,  and  it  was 
our  opinion  that  his  efforts  w^ould  be  as  well  applied  as  his  small  ex- 
perience would  allow  us  to  predict  His  manner  of  governing  the 
school  was  not  so  thoroughly  appreciated  by  all  his  pupils  as  would  tend 
to  secure  their  happy  control  so  essential  to  warrant  complete  success. 
He  is  a  fine  scholar,  and  for  the  purpose  of  pursuing  his  studies  closed 
his  school  after  eight  weeks'  continuance.  It  was  then  placed  in  the  care 
of  Mr.  John  Hill,  who  has  been  but  little  engaged  in  teaching  for  a 
number  of  years,  yet  he  brought  to  his  work  commendable  interest  and 
has  been  very  careful  at  recitation  not  to  rely  wholly  upon  the  unex- 
plained words  of  the  book.  There  were  but  few  present  at  our  last  visit 
but  those  interested  in  the  important  subject  of  education,  we  believe, 
have  been  benefited  by  his  instruction. 

DISTRICT  NO.  8.— WILLIAM  D.  LIBBY,  AGENT. 

Summer  and  Fall  Terms — Janie  M.  Davis,  teacher.  This  school,  al- 
though, not  one  of  the  largest,  is,  in  many  respects,  one  of  the  most 
hopeful  and  interesting  in  town.    The  parents  i  n  the  district  evidently 
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entertain  correct  ideas  of  the  importance  and  advantages  of  the  school, 
which  have  a  tendency  to  secure  and  ensure  full  and  prompt  attendance, 
studious  application  and  commendable  improvement  by  the  scholars. 
During  both  terms  the  school  was  conducted  in  a  manner  that  reflected 
mucn  credit  upon  teacher  and  pupils.  Miss  Davis  has  been  employed  in 
this  and  other  districts  in  town  for  four  successive  seasons,  and  we  feel 
justified  in  saying  that  her  continued  faithful,  successful  and  acceptable 
services  have  unquestionably  demonstrated  her  fitness  for  the  work. 

Winter  Term — O.  8.  Sanborn,  teacher.  The  term  being  still  in  session 
and  not  having  been  visited  since  near  its  commencement,  we  are  un- 
able to  report  the  progress  of  the  pupils.  At  our  visit  we  found  an  un- 
usually full  attendance,  and  the  school,  in  all  respects,  affording  indica- 
tions of  a  successful  and  profitable  term. 

Mr.  Sanborn  is  a  teacher  of  established  reputation. 

DISTRICT  NO.  9.— AMOS  BOULTER,  AGENT. 

Summer  and  Fall  Terms — Katie  Davis,  teacher.  Not  having  had  any 
previous  experience  in  our  ungraded  country  schools,  either  as  teacher 
or  pupil, — she  having  acquired  her  education  elsewhere, — Miss  Dav- 
is was  unprepared  to  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  her  duties  as  teacher 
so  understandingly  nor  with  that  assurance  of  success  that  she  might 
have  under  different  circumstances,  yet  she  brought  to  her  task  many  of 
the  essential  qualifications,  not  the  least  of  which  was  a  commendable 
zeal  and  lively  interest  in  the  performance  of  her  work. 

The  summer  term  was  well  attended  and  creditably  conducted,  and  we 
failed  to  see  or  learn  of  any  sufficient  reason  why  the  succeeding  term 
might  not  be  as  successful  and  profitable ;  yet  we  found  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  term  that  certain  parents  in  the  district  were  disposed, 
upon  a  very  insufficient  pretext,  to  withhold  their  support  by  keeping 
their  children  from  the  school;  and  a  few  weeks  after  others  were  with- 
drawn so  that  at  the  close  of  the  term  the  school  consisted  of  but  four 
pupils,  In  fact,  we  found  but  three  in  attendance  on  the  last  day  of  the 
term ;  these  three,  we  are  highly  gratified  in  stating,  made  excellent 
progress  which  fact  demonstrated  to  our  minds, — beyond  a  question, — 
that  the  others  might  have  been  equally  benefited  had  their  parents 
been  disposed  to  have  acted  the  part  of  wisdom. 

Winter  Term — W.  F.  Richardson,  teacher.  This  term  is  still  in 
progress  under  the  judicious  management  of  an  experienced  and  com- 
petent teacher.  At  our  first  visit  we  were  pleased  to  observe  a  full  at- 
tendance, good  deportment  and  a  manifest  interest  by  teacher  and 
pupils ;  and,  although  we  shall  not  be  able  to  make  a  final  visit  in  sea- 
son to  report,  yet  we  feel  confident  that  the  term  will  be  creditably  and 
profitably  conducted  to  a  close. 

DISTRICT  NO.  10. — CALEB  C.  SKILLINGS,  AGENT. 

Scmmer  and  Fall  Terms — Mattie  H.  Tucker,  teacher.  The  district 
was  fortunate  in  the  employment  of  Miss  Tucker  for  these  two  succes- 
sive terms.  By  her  natural  vivacity  of  manners  the  teacher  readily  won 
the  respect  and  confidence  and  secured  the  control  of  her  pupils.  At 
our  several  visits  during  the  progress  of  the  terms  there  was  noticeable 
that  interest,  and  that  degree  of  advancement  which  is  the  usual  result 
of  systematic  and  careful  instruction. 

Winter  Term— Fred  A.  Crawford,  teacher.  The  teacher  undoubtedly 
possessed  sufficient  literary  qualifications  for  the  situation,  and  a  com- 
mendable interest  in  his  work.  We  were  sorry,  howevever.  to  notice, 
during  our  visit  near  the  beginning  of  the  term,  a  lack  of  system  in  his 
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mode  of  enforcing  discipline,  that  we  feared  would,  and  have  reasons  to 
believe  did  greatly  detract  from  the  usefulness  of  his  labors.  From  a 
good  attendance  at  the  commencement,  the  number  of  scholars  dimin- 
ished until  in  attempting  to  make  a  final  visit  on  what  was  to  have  been 
the  last  day  of  the  term,  we  found  an  empty  school-room,  consequently 
we  are  not  prepared  to  report,  with  any  degree  of  accuracy,  the  ad- 
vancement made.  Mr.  Crawford  is  young  and  quite  inexperienced  and 
we  doubt  not  that  with  proper  attention  to  the  matter  of  government  he 
may  make  an  acceptable  teacher. 

DISTRICT  NO.  11.— ANDREW  B.  RIDLON,  AGENT. 

Summer  Term — Lydia  S.  Walker,  teacher.    This  school  was  in  care 
of  so  thorough  a  disciplinarian  the  previous  winter  that  Miss  Walker  en- 
tered upon  her  duties  under  very  favorable  circumstances. 
^'  The  school  was  large  in  number  of  scholars  yet  it  was  was  well  class- 

ified and  in  all  respects  in  good  condition  for  work. 

The  scholars  had  attained  to  a  good  degree  of  proficiency  with  a 
thorough  understanding  of  what  they  had  gone  over  in  their  studies. 
We  bear  cheerful  testimony  to  the  fidelity  that  she  manifiested  in  the 
management  of  her  school,  having  every  reason  to  expect  that  she  had 
striven  earnestly  for  the  benefit  of  her  pupils. 

Winter  Term — George  Bragdon,  teacher.  At  our  first  and  only  visit 
we  found  the  school  to  have  opened  with  indications  of  a  highly  profit- 
able term.  Thoroughly  familiar  with  all  branches  of  study,  and  inter- 
ested in  the  work  of  teaching,  he  had  created  a  love  for  study  among 
his  scholars  so  that  in  their  mental  developement  and  point  of  advance- 
ment, his  efforts  will  without  doubt  fully  meet  our  wishes  and  expecta- 
tions. 

We  have  rarely  visited  a  school  where  so  much  has  been  accomplish- 
ed under  the  tuition  of  one  teacher  as  in  this,  since  his  employment  here 
a  year  ago.  This  school  exhibited  to  us  classes  in  the  higher  studies 
and  in  these  as  well  as  the  more  common  branches,  excellent  instruction 
was  given. 

DISTRICT  NO.  12— OLIVER  H.  DOW,  AGENT. 
Summer  Term — Cora  L.  Cousins,  teacher.  The  school  was  visited  but 
once  during  the  progress  of  this  term,  at  which  time  we  were  highly 
gratified  with  the  studious  and  orderly  deportment  and  apparent  interest 
of  the  scholars.  The  recitations  of  the  various  classes  under  examina- 
tion furnished  conclusive  evidence  of  the  ability  and  willingness  of  the 
teacher  to  impart  such  instruction  as  was  adapted  to  the  peculiar  wants 
of  her  pupils;  and  your  committee  feel  assured  that  the  term  was  con- 
tinued to  the  end  with  much  profit,  and  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the 
district. 

Fall  term — Hattie  F.  Cousins  teacher.  A  large  experience,  which  has 
afforded  Miss  Cousins  a  good  opportunity  for  developing  her  capacities 
for  teaching,  enabled  her  to  enter  upon  her  duties  here  with  confidence 
and  to  discharge  them  with  skill  and  efficiencj^.  At  the  closing  examin- 
ation the  school  gave  unmistakable  indications  of  earnest  and  careful 
instruction. 

Winter  Term — Edgar  M.  Chick,  teacher.  We  were  pleased,  on  visit- 
ing the  school  at  the  commencement  of  this  term,  to  find  nearly  all  of 
the  larger  scholars  of  the  district  present,  some  of  whom,  by  attention 
to  study,  have  become  proficient  in  many  of  the  branches  pursued  in 
our  common  schools;  also  to  observe  that  they  were  still  industriously 
engaged  in  the  legitimate  and  important  work  of  the  school-room.  The 
teacher,  aided  by  much  experience  in  the  prosecution  of  his  labors,  was 
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evidently  conducting  the  affairs  of  the  school  in  his  usual,  characteris- 
tic manner. 

Not  having  been  permitted  to  make  a  final  examination  we  cannot  re- 
port advisedly  in  regard  to  the  progress  made. 

DISTRICT  NO.  13..—  U.  W.  LANE,  AGENT. 

Summer  Term. — Ina  Clay,  teacher.  Although  inexperienced, — this 
being  her  first  school,  Miss  Clay  evinced  a  capacity  for  the  work  which, 
we  think,  entitles  her  to  commendation,  and  justifies  us  in  saying  that 
she  possesses  sufficient  natural  and  acquired  ability  to  enable  her  to 
become,  with  experience,  a  very  useful  and  acceptable  teacher.  The 
range  of  study  pursued  and  the  number  of  scholars  in  attendance  was 
limited,  yet  the  recitations  and  general  appearance  of  the  school  at  each 
of  our  visits  reflected  credit  upon  both  teacher  and  pupils. 

Winter  Term — Charles  L.  Randall,  teacher.  In  consequence  of  the 
neglect  of  the  Agent,  there  was  no  school  in  the  district  from  the  last  of 
June, — the  time  of  the  closing  of  a  short  Summer  term  of  seven  weeks, 
until  near  the  middle  of  February. 

Through  the  efforts  of  some  interested  members  of  the  district,  the 
defect  was  partially  repaired  by  the  recent  resignation  of  Mr.  Lane  and 
the  election  and  qualification  of  Mr.  John  G.  Haley,  as  District  Agent, 
who  employed  the  above  named  teacher. 

We  have  not,  as  yet,  had  an  opportunity  for  visiting  the  school,  but 
relying  upon  the  facts  that  Mr.  Randall  is  an  experienced,  and  has  been, 
so  far  as  we  are  at  present  advised,  a  successful  teacher  we  shall  con- 
fidentally  expect  his  labors  to  be  crowned  with  beneficial  results. 


In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  statutes  we  have  endeav- 
ored in  the  foregoing  pages,  thus  briefly,  to  ; 'report  the  condition  of 
the  schools  for  the  past  year,  the  proficiency  made  by  the  pupils,  and 
the  success  attending  the  modes  of  instruction  and  government  of 
the  teachers." 

Allow  us,  in  conclusion,  to  append  a  few  such  thoughts  and  sugges- 
tions pertaining  to  the  welfare  of  your  schools  as  may  have  been  pre- 
sented to  our  minds  in  the  performance  of  our  duties  as  school  officers. 
Although  the  schools,  as  a  whole,  may  have  been  as  useful  and  accept- 
able as  those  of  former  years,  yet  many  of  them  have  signally  failed  of 
attaining  to  that  high  standard  of  excellence  and  proficiency  which  is 
desirable,  which  may  be  possible,  and  which  will  become  probable  and 
even  certain  when  aided  by  such  a  favorable  combination  of  influences 
as  the  importance  of  the  subject  demands. 

After  the  requisite  legal  provisions  have  been  made  by  the  properly 
constituted  authorities,  the  powers,  the  responsibilities,  and  the  posi- 
bilities  of  the  present  and  ultimate  success  of  the  schools  are  vested  in 
the  parents,  scholars,  teachers  and  school  officers,  and  until  all  these 
accord  their  united  and  hearty  co-operation  and  influence  we  shall  look 
in  vain  for  complete  success.    The  primary  responsibilties,  in  our 
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opinion,  rests  with  the  parent.  The  deportment  of  the  child  at  school  is 
a  very  accurate  index  of  his  training  at  home. 

Let  those  upon  whom  devolve  the  duties  of  home-culture  be  careful  to 
give  the  child  correct  ideas  of  the  importance  of  the  school  and  his  du- 
ties therein,  so  that  when,  at  the  proper  time,  he  is  placed  under  the 
care  of  the  teacher  he  wTill  possess  an  interest  in,  and  even  a  love  for  the 
legitimate  work  of  the  school-room ;  with  children  thus  trained  and 
minds  thus  influenced  the  average  teacher  will  succeed,  when  under  op- 
posite circumstances  and  less  favorable  influences  the  most  skillful  and 
accomplished  teacher  would  fail. 

Nor  yet  do  your  duties  and  obligations,  as  parents,  cease  when  your 
children,  thus  trained  and  qualified,  are  placed  in  the  temporary  care  of 
the  teacher;  you  should  still  continue  to  exercise  a  helpful  influence, 
not  only  by  a  manifest  concern  in  their  educational  interests  at  home, 
but  by  your  occasional  presence  in  the  school-room,  thereby  encourag- 
ing both  teacher  and  pupils,  and  stimulating  them  to  greater  activity  in 
their  work. 

As  no  other  temporal  interest  so  urgently  demands  our  attention  and 
claims  our  support,  as  that  of  the  education  of  the  young,  let  parents, 
scholars,  teachers,  school  officers  and  citizens  without  discrimination, 
earnestly  and  heartily  unite  in  whatever  tends  to  promote  its  welfare. 

The  Committee  will  be  in  session  at  the  school-house  in  District  No. 
6,  on  the  first  Saturdays  of  May  and  August,  at  two  o'clock,  P.  M.,  to 
examine  teachers  for  the  Summer  and  Fall  Terms ;  and  on  the  first 
Saturday  of  November,  at  the  place  and  hour  above  mentioned,  to  ex- 
amine teachers  for  the  Winter  Terms.
